Fernando, by the temptation of high honors 
for bis wlie, Who, vy a transition to the court 
at Madrid, would become the equal, If not the 
supenicr, of those who had welcomed her with 
coidoess, and pot from choice. The Spauish 
Minister at Lisbon was instructed to approach 
His Majesty with delicate suggestions, and 
fuund, him willing to entertain the subdjeet, 
so thet informal negotiations were ovened, 
avd made considerable progress last spring. 

Dom Ferpande proposed certaim conditions, 
perhaps with a view of ultimately dictatung 
the terms for a matter which was much nearer 
his heart, as will appearin the sequel. For 
example, be required that the crowns of Spain 
and Portugal sheuld pever be united ou the 
same head, sceking by this means to preserve 
the throne of Portugal for his son and his de- 
scendants. After some dwepasion, the Spaa- 
ish Government accepted the condition, with 
this modification, “except if, ia the course of 
time, the two v&tions should spontapcously 
agree u a sovereign,”’ etc. 

Dom Fernanco refused to adopt any reser- 
Vation op that t He also demanded that 
certam emendments should be made to the 
Spenish Constitutson before accepting the 
throne; but the Gevernment at Madrid obdject- 
ed to submit that question to the Cortes until 
after his election as King. These negotia- 
ous occupied several months, and were ovee 
or twice suspended entire:y as bopeless, bat 
repewed by triendly’ intervention, Finally 
tuty were broken off altogetuer, aud the 
causes already stated were assigned as the 
reecons of the faiiure. 

But persons who are familiar with all the 
facts atiribute the rupture to another anda 
very diflerent motive, At one of the last in- 
terviews between Dom Fernando and the 
Spenieh Mjnister, at which the Countess 
G’Edia was present, bis Majesty inquired 
what would be the eventual position of bis 
wiie should he go to Spain? After putting 
this question he withdtew, leaving Madame 
aud the Minister to settle the delicate point 
between them. The Minister stated that she 
was at liberty to naweany title, distinction, or 
dotation, adding that she would always be 
the first lady of the place. To which the 
Countess replied: “So far so good; but his 
Majesty desires my position to be as clear as 
possible. What I wish to know is, what will 
be my part on great ceremonials like the 
opening of the Cortes or other corresponding 

cessions?. The ott was cv 
ent, snd the ster Was not taken by sur- 
-prise. He rejoined that she might be made 
a duchess or grande¢, or have any other title, 
but es “Queen never, NEVe@R!’’ 

This took place on the 13th of Jaly, and 
when the copferences were goimg on there 
Was @ perfect undéretaidibg i5ci the refusal 
of Dom Fernando to take the throne would 
involye the most grave complicaiions, and 
probably the war which ie still raging; for it 
was then kuown that the Spanish government 
intended to turn to his Majesty’s son-in-law, 
the Prince of Hohenzollern, if the uegotia- 
tions completely failed. 

As soon as it became certain that there was 
Lo prepability of inducing Dom Fervando to 
go tu Madrid, uniese the Countess d’ Edla was 
recognized as Queen, the offer was mads to 
Hoherzoliern. 80 it may be said that a great 
European war, with aliits vast consequences, 
is to be attributed to the unsatisfied ambition 
of a Boston girl.

HOW THE WORK WAS ACCOMPLISHED. 
The work on the Italian side was contiaued 
for four yeats, when, about 1,000 yards having 
been complet perforaunog wacbines 
were brougot into requisition. é ording 
motive power, steam, could not be employe 
in operating these machine#, as steam needs 
fire ior 118 generation, and tire needs gir for 1's 
support.

After going some distance ine paich of 
daylight furnished by the entrance is lost 
sight of,and the darkness s¢cms positively 
tangib.e.

THE CASUALTIES 

Of course, in such a work mnumerabile acci- 
dents must happen. It has been told that more 
than 1,000 workmen.bave lost their lives up 
to 187v; but the guides and directors declare 
that not more than fifty or eixty bad been 
killed outright, though a numberof others 
had been seriously wounded. Moat of the 
sccidenis have occurred on the railway, from 
the falling rock and from premature explo- 
sions. Ove premature explosion killed five 
men and wounded nine others, three of them 
fataly; and one rock falling crushed three 
men to death. It is not lmprobabie, there- 
fore, that during the twelve years in which the 
work has been going on at least 1, men 
bave Iust their lives.

THE SUN. 
Remarkable Selar Spotse—Solar Phys- 
icte 


Prof, 8, P. Langley, of the Alleghany UOb- 
s¢* yvatory,bas computed the area of one of the 
spots lately visible near the center of the 
sun’s disk, from careful measuremeats, and 
found it to exceed 2.300,000 square miles, 
which is. more than ten times the entire area 
of the earth. In a communication to the 
Pittebarg Commercial he says it is impossible 
lo copyey any adequate idea of the impression 
of infinite and exhaustiess energy, of 
which one is conscious, while behviding 
this with adequate optical ald. Masses, the 
size of whole continents, are utterly changed 
in shape, or disappear from one day to apoth- 
er; sometimes. the observer watches them, 
and the whole “‘spot’’ is, to ell appearance, 
slowly rotated by the cyclones which are visi- 
bly working there. This is one of the many 
centers of elmilar action, pot all.on the same 
eeale, but beffling the eye by their number 
and incessant changes of fo which the 
drattsman labors after im vain, and which even 
the hy gry a can bal imperfectly render. 
Our plavet is intimately connected with these 
phenomena, and they claim interest in ter- 
restrial aflairs. Why magnetic needles move 
responsively to these great changes io the 
sun, or why auroras should light up our win- 
ter sky, at tervals more frequently repeated 
as this colar action is more violert, are ques- 
tions which sstrovomy is now trying to an- 
swer. The that they do 20 is certain; the 
cause is still unknown. 

Dr. H. E. Roscoe, in his recent addreas, thus

Assuming the exist- 
en®; of such a layer of jncandescent liquid, 
then applying to the problem the principles 
and methods of the mechanical theory of 
gaces, and the data of ure au. rate of 
motion a6 observed by kyer on thé sun’s 
surfece, Zollner arrives at the conclusion that 
the difference of pressure needed to produce 
an explosion capable of projecting a promi- 
nence to t of three mioutes above the 
sun’s surface (a hight vot unfrequently no- 
ticed) is 4,070, atmospheres. his eror- 
mous pressure is attained at a depth of 139 
geographical miles under the sun’s surface, 
or at that 1-658th partef the sun’s semi-di- 
ameter. In order to produce this gigantic 
pressure, tbe difference in tem ture be- 
tween the inclosed hydrogen and that exiat- 
ing in the solar atmosphere amounts to 74,- 
91 centigrade. In a similar way, Zollner 
calculates the approximate absolute tempera- 
ture of the sun’s atmosphere, which he Sods 
to be 27,7000 C.—a temperature about eight 
times as high as that given by Bunsen for the 
xenon flame, and one at which fron 
must exist in a permanently.gascous form,

But unfortunately the black wives suddealy 
fell cick one day, and before nightfall they 
were both dead. Thejr disease was known to 
nobody, and they were hastily buried. The 
beautiful young slave, who had not left their 
side fora moment during the few hours of 
their illness, seemed inconsolabie, She did 
her best, however, to assuage the griei of the 
ancient merchant, and in this way so endeared 
herself to him that he adopted her as his child 
and heir, since he was just a little too old to 
marry her.

two dupavese othelale, pursuant to ingtrac- 
tips from ther own goverpment, came to 
et ily 0 a oo gt} and customs 
ofthe A med gre oe They learacd Ea- 
glieh rapidly, an displayed great eagerness 
at d aptitude for tht acquisition of a thorough 
knowledge o} mathematics. In fact, a thirat 
for matbematics is one cf the characteristics 
of the race. 

The two representatives of Japan to whom 
we refer maiie excelient progress in their

studies at the City College, and returned home | 


with @ high opinion of Ameria and her peo- 
le. The wformation disseminated among the 
aparese stimulated others to vielate time- 
honored traditions, and ina brief space of 
time another delegation from the two-sworded 
Or aristocratic class put in an appearance 
bere. The Japanese arriving on this occa- 
sion were youths of fifteen to twenty years 
of age, intelligeot-looking, athletic fellows, 
fuli of life and spirits.

We have had tais fall and winter 
two scant fre: bets, and yet suflicient for safe and 
rupid towing purposes, with some slight chanves 
ad improvements in the channelway within a 
few miles of ourcity. The first of these needed 
improvements is at “Glass House rippie.” A 
smnali amount of mones judiciousty expented at 
this point would eéfiectuslly ure a safe 
At serrianam, the upper bur,

the current arives them on the lower bar, ag was 
the case auripg the recent shipments of coal. 
Here egain a small Sum of movey exoenaed in ¢ 
credgipg the point of the upper bar,to deepen 
and siraighten the channel, would secure « upl- 
form depth of water and a free channel way.
